of , the  call  was  to  "pass  ordinanoe^ 
regulating  the  shooting  of  fireworks 
dttring  the  Christmas  holidays  in  tl'.e 
city  limits  and  to  transact  ul'iei- 
i|qk>rtant  bnsiness.

GIVES  SOME  REASONS. 

To  the  Fditor  of  The  News:  lu  it  - 
spnse  t  the  (piery  in  Peple's  Forum 
of  Saturday,  allow  me  to  make  a 
catergorical  answer  to  those  ques- 
tions, for  I  recognize  the  right  ot 
"The  People"  to  know  the  "What  and 
Why*'  of  the  acts  of  their  supp(»c<i 
servants.  The  board  of  councilmen 
answering  the  tirst  question,  "Why 
was  the  city  judgeV  salary  raised," 
wi>uld  auswtr  for  a  tniiioriiy  of  tin 
council.  In  the  Hrst  place  Hve  coun- 
cilmen were  pledged  to  the  act. 

Secondly.  In  ><•!  ulinizing  tlie  cel- 
ebiated  Wichinond,  Ky.,  case,  decid- 
ed in  1!»0(),  in  which  Jiuigc  I^i 
decision  was  reversed  by  the  court 
of  appeals,  tliis  latter  court  held  tlx 
police  judge,  under  the  charter  (d 
fourth'Class  cities,  entitled  to  a  dep 
nty  elerk,  and  after  much  abstmx 
reaaoning  decided  that  the  city  an<' 
not  the  judge  must  pay  the  salaiy 
of  the  clerk.  Also  that  he  m^^t  act 
as  his  own  deputy  and  reeave  th« 
salary  f(.r  the  extra  services.  With 
this  mandate  of  the  law  before  oui 
eyes,  the  hoaiil  .ilniost  unanimously 
decided  to  l)c  agreeable,  and  in»l 
foice  the  .judge  to  appoint  a  clei  K 
and  collect  by  such  the  -alary.  More- 
over, wo  had  it  authentic  that  tin 
incnmbeut  was  in  a  conciliatory  moot' 
and  willing  to  waive  all  claims  foi 
the  tinve  past — 11  months.  — on 
condition  that  we  unanimously  votec' 
him  the  pay  for  a  deputy.  The  lattei 
we  could  not  secure;  therefore,  tht 
back  pay  was  allowed.  On  this  lat- 
ter point  the  city  attorney  ruled  that 
no  suit  would  lie  for  collecting  tht 
claimed  back  pay;  but  for  the  saki 
of  harmony  and  to  prevent  litigatioi 
to  the  Inirt  of  the  city's  business  it 
was  allowed  with  but  a  single  <li>- 
spuling  vote.  This  answers  ((uestion- 
Nos.  1  and  2. 

The  answer  to  (juestioii  3:  "Why 
allow  the  architict  so  much  for  cit.\ 
hall  plans,  $.')90.  or  about  that?"  It 
was  the  opinion  of  a  minority,  ap- 
proaching closely  to  a  majority,  that 
the  allowance  was  excessive.  The 
architect's  jHPoposal  was  to  charge 
2  per  cent  on  the  plans,  but  consentui. 
to  let  the  council  decide  what  was  an 
o'luitable  fee.  The  claim  was  re- 
ferred to  a  committee  of  the  mem- 
bers of  file  council,  who  from  experi- 
en(  0  as  builders  and  contractor^ 
were  best  judges  of  the  value  ot 
such  services.  This  comniittee  re- 
fused to  recommend  any  reduction  o1 
tho  claim  Therefore,  it  wa>  unani- 
mously all(»vved.  pre>unung  it  to  be  a 
.iust  one.  and  not  exorbitant,  as  a< 
first  supposed,  ^'erv  sincerely  yours,

WASHINGTON,  Dec.  19.— Seuatoi 
Lorimer,  of  Illinois,  was  given  a  clean 
bill  of  health  Saturday  by  the  sub- 
committe  of  the  senate  committee 

on  privilegres  and  elections,  which  in- 
vestigated charges  of  bribery  madt 
in  connection  witli  his  election  U< 
succeed  Senator  Hopkins.  The  re- 
port of  the  investigation  was  mad( 
to  the  full  committee  on  privilegt•^ 
and  elections,  which  tiien  adjouiiicd 
until  Tuesday  to  give  the  member^ 
opportunity  to  study  the  evidenee 
and  the  subcommittee  report. 

E\  idence   that   the^e  was  money 
p;is<ed  between  certain  members  of 
the  Illinois  l^islature  nas  not  ig- j 
no  red  by  the  subc9mmittee,  but  it  | 
was  deeUred  that  if  the  votes  of| 
tiicmbers  charged  either  with  receiv- 
ing or  paying  money  had  been  elim- 
iiuited,  Mr.  Lorimer  would  still  havi 
liail  a  majority  of  three  vote.s.

and  >ince  then  it  has  hccu  carefully 
iru.'iinled  Ijy  the  nu'inb*M<  ot'  tlir 
household,  including  tosh's  wife,  foi 
the  purpose  of  preventing  Fish  fron. 
oWtJiining  possession  of  tl'.e  child. 
The  Welch  family  has  refused  to 
c\(>n  let  the  father  aee  his  child, 
Fi-h's  attorneys  ebim.  They  are 
confident  that  they  will  obtain  e«a- 
tody  of  the  child. 

The  case  grows  out  of  one  i)f  the 
most  dramatic  staitling  tragedio 
ever  enacted  in  tlie  hi-toiy  of  \'.'a 
county.  Last  April  Groxcr  (".  Fi^h 
-hot  and  killed  Samuel  K.  Welch, 
who  was  his  father-in-law,  in  a  drug 
-tore  in  Herea.  Fish  surrendered 
himself  immediately,  but  waa  re- 
leased in  tiie  Madison  circuit  court 
on  bond.
